Cover well with one-half colil 
vinegar and one-half w’ater. 
Place a 
piece of thick flannel over the jars, let­ 
ting it fall well dow’n into the vinegar, 
then tie down with a cover of brow n 
paper. This will k eep all winter and is 
not harmed even if the flannel collects 
mold.

MONDAY MORNING CLA.88ES 
Miss Sadie Montgomery , instructor 
in primary methods, in tbe tea ch­ 
ing of primary reading brought out 
fthe different methods of appealing to 
the child’s mind so as to interest it. 
She spoke of the play games, riddles, 
stories, songs and flowers, which will 
interest the begirner. 
She 
dwelt 
upon the importance of using stories 
in which there is considerable a ctiv­ 
ity , and of having the pupils com m it 
verses and repeat them. 
W. H. Campbell, teacher of United 
Sta tes history , said tha t by the “ course 
of study ,” history started at the sixth 
grade, and he said tha t history should 
be started sooner: even in the 
first 
grade, tha t is, not so the child should 
know it, but working by the aid of 
stories toward history . 
The professor 
said: 
“ You ca n’t teach until y ou can 
inspire, and y ou ca n’t inspire until 
y ou can interest.” 
He said the work 
ought to be story work and oral, a 
large amount should be foreign m a t­ 
ter. 
Prof. R. B. Kleinsmid of PawPaw 
gave a very interesting talk on Ped­ 
agogy a t the morning session. 
Prof. 
Kleinsmid wished tbe teachers to ask 
questions freely . 
He spoke of child 


study and he said the best sy stem is 
’the one we work out ourselves. 
Prof. L. B. Neighbour in taking up 
seventh y ear arithmetic sp >ke of bow 
the percentage 
is 
interesting the 
pupil 
better than the eighth y ear 
work, as their living will be made by 
percentage and not by mensuration. 
MONDAY AFTERNOON SESSION. 
By tbe commencement of tbe after­ 
noon session one hundred and thirty 
teachers bad registered. The session 
was opened by the singing of the song 
entitled “ The County of Lee.” 
The 
words are by Miss Minuie A. Hausen 
and the music by Henry C. Work. 
At 
the close of the song the instructors 
called together the classes. 
W. H. Campbell in the geography 
class said: 
“ The ch ild in the fourth 
grade cannot be assigned many pages 
to learn. Tbe teacher must be alive 
and able to present tbe subject w ith­ 
out a book in a way to interest the 
pupil, and to deal with the things 
tha t the child matrreaeb.” 
Prof. R. B. Kleinsmid in taking up 
the discussion of the “ Merchant of 
V enice,” said: 
“ We need tim e in the 
study of Shakespeare, and to 
get 
much out of it it must be read aloud, 
and there should be music in tbe 
reading.” 
Prof. Neighbour in tbe 
English 
Grammar said: 
“ The pupils in the 
sixth and seventh grades need not so 
much composition work as in the fifth 
and sixth grades.” The professor-very 
readily solved all hard points in gram 
mar brought up. 
He brought up the 
“ Copula” and tbe “ Attribute” and 
explained them thoroughly . 
This is 
the third successive y ear tha t Prof. 
Neighbour has taught in the 
Lee 
county institute. 
Mtiss Montgomery in her class this 
morning said: 
“ The teacher should 
use all of the motor activity of the 
child in teaching Primary reading.” 
She advises the teacher to make their 
own reading cha rts instead of getting 
the directors to spend so much for a 
chart tha t one teacher will use and 
another cannot. 
She said: 
Teach

Tbe funeral of Homer Parsons, who 
died as a result of injuries received in 
the collision of two carson the Rock 
ford-Freeport interurban line Sunday , 
will be held Wednesday afternoon at 
2 o’clock from his home, 1102 E a st 
Sta te street, Rockford, the Rev. J . H. 
Boorse officiating. 
Motorman Parsons had resided in 
Rockford over two y ears, and for tha t 
period had been in the employ of the 
street railway company . He formerly 
was motorman 
od the 
Eighteenth 
avenue line, and about the first of tbe 
y ear took tbe run on the Freeport 
line. 
Parsons was about 24 y ears of, 
age, was married and resided a t 1102 
Ea st Sta te street. 
He went to Rock­ 
ford from Dixon and was a member c! 
Company G of this place, and when 
the company was in camp about a 
month ago Parsons weut there and 
secured his discharge papers, having 
served his term of enlistm ent. 
Mr. Parsons was born in Massachu­ 
setts, and when a mere lad his mother 
died and he came to Philo, III., where 
he was brought up by a family who 
had known his parents in the ea st. 
His wife was a t the hospital a t the 
tim e he passed away . 
Coroner Marsh decided tha t an in­ 
quest was unnecessary as Parsons died 
under the care of phy sicians who will 
make a certificate of death and Lantz 
a dm its he made the mistake. 
It is probable no action will be 
ta ken against Conductor Lantz. 
He 
hasiremained in Rockford and is much 
ca st down by the result of his m ista ke 
for it was honestly , though carelessly 
made. 
TELLS GRAPHIC STORY. 
J ohn A. Wolf of Rockford,oqe of the 
passengers on the iil-fated car when 
Hofcer Parsons met injuries which re­ 
sulted in his death, tells the following 
story of the collision: 
‘ I was sitting on the front sea t in 
the smoking compartment, on theside 
toward the window, right where I 
could look out ahead along the track 
and see every thing. 
On the sea t with 
me was J ustice-of-the-peace Goddard 
of Freeport. 
“ We had passed through Winnebago 
and just on the outskirts of the village 
hit a short curve, which y ou ca n ’t see 
around on account of the trees and 
buildings. 
“ All of a sudden I saw the other 
cars come rushing around the curve, 
and it Hashed through 
my mind, 
‘Wolfe, this is one of the things like 
y ou read about’ and saw I had do 
tim e to doa ny thing but sit s till and 
wait for the crash. 
“ When we struck I was thrown for­ 
ward but was not injured and as I 
looked out I could see tha t the cars 
had telescoped their vestibules. 
God­ 
dard, who was on the end of my seat, 
was right where broken 
glass and 
timbers came full upon him and be 
had one tooth knocked out and his 
face was bruised badly . 
“ I got out as soon as possible to 
help in the rescue. 
Motorman Par­ 
sons 
was piDned in the wreckage, a 
heavy iron controlling box had fallen 
across his legs and crushed them ter­ 
ribly . 
His right leg was broken off 
near the ankle and the bone stuck 
out. 
His left foot was badly smashed, 
his toes being squashed out fiat. 
It 
was a terrible sight. 
“ The other motorman worked like 
a tiger helping to get his comrade out 
and when Parsons was finally pulled 
out, the other motorman sank down 
in a heap. 
Parsons was conscious all the tim e 
and stood the awful pain heroically , 
even when they were chopping away 
the timbers tha t pinned him in. 
“ I came down on the ear w ith the 
injured men. 
The only injury I re­ 
ceived was a scratch on one knuckle, 
and I didn’t know this till I saw tbe 
blood running down my hand. 
As 
far as I could learn none of the pas­ 
sengers were injured more than slight­ 
ly , though tbe shock unstrained se\* 
era l.” 
HIS SON WAS DEAD. 
Accompanied by a brother, Frank 
Parker arrived here y esterday after­ 
noon from Fairman, 111., and went to 
see his son. 
There he learned tha t 
tbe y ouug man wasdead. 
Mr. Parker 
missed the telegrams sent to 
him 
apprising him of the un'orturrafce end­ 
ing of his son Charles, who was injured 
a t Flagg- 
T;ie body was early this 
morning shipped to Fiagg, -where tbe 
funeral will be held.
